speaker, held a big audience in

court house for over two hours. 
The m eeting was preceded by a pa­ 
rade in which the town and 
college 
bands participated and which included 
many 
party workers 
and 
students 
from the school. The court house was 
crowded to the doors for a part of the 
evening and the speakers had no dif­ 
ficulty holding the attention of their 
auditors. 


Associate Judge W. Howard 
Dicks 
was chosen as president of the meet 
ing, and Wm. 
Areh 
MeClean 
and 
Charles E. Stable as the vice 
presi 
dent*. 
Hon. George J. Benner intro­ 
duced Mr Ingraham a< the first speak 
er. 


Ile devoted the early portion of his 
address to answ ering various accusa­ 
tion* 
made against President Wilson 
and his policies by 
his 
political cne­ 
mic 
He next took up the President’s 
attitude and accomplishments on the 
ijiiestion of preparedness, and extolled 
Mr. Wilson for the -success attending 
his efforts at keeping the country out 
of the great European W'ar. 


Mr. Ingraham then devoted a large 
portion of his address to enumerating 
the various m atters of 
constructive 
legislation which bail been framed and 
pained during Mr W ilson’s three and 
one-half years as president and con­ 
cluded this 
enumeration 
with 
the 
i-tatoment, 
"President 
Wilson 
ha* 
seen more constructive legislation en­ 
acted during the time he ha*- been in 
office than any president in the 
hi - 
tory of the country with the excep­ 
tion c f W ashington and Lincoln.” The

graham ’s absolute denial of the story 
published in the newspapers through­

The speaker read Mr. Baker’s 
signed statement making this

Mr Ingraham was followed by Hon. 
A 
R Brodbeck who made a 
remark­ 
ably eloquent and forceful argument 
in favor of the present administration. 
Dr. W. T. Baylis, of 
New 
York, 
former Progressive and staunch 
sup­ 
porter of Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
made 
the most impassioned speech of 
the 
evening and proved in every sense of 
the term a first class political spell­ 
binder. 
He told fir-t of his reasons 
for being personally in favor of Mr. 
Wilson and of Mr. R oosevelt’s deser­ 
tion of Progressive principles. 


Dr. 
Baylis outlined 
in 
interesting 
fashion the incidents 
attending 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's departure for Brazil when 
he declared that he would fight to 
the last ditch 
for 
the 
Progressive 
m ovement and that he would 
stick 
to the principles of that party 
even 
though he m ight be the last member 
of it remaining. 
The 
speaker 
w as 
quite sarcastic in his 
denunciation of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s subsequent conduct. 
Regarding Mr. Wilson 
Dr. 
Baylis 
declared him one of the 
best 
presi­ 
dents the country has ever had, com ­ 
paring favorably 
with 
W ashington 
and Lincoln. He spoke of him as one 
of the men “raised up” to 
s a v e 
the 
country in time of great emergency. 
Dr. Baylis has recently 
returned 
from a number of the 
warring 
na­ 
tions and ho gave a vivid description 
of conditions now 
prevailing 
there 
and then contrasted them with 
peace­ 
ful 
and 
prosperous 
America.

Tit* channel was swept by a violent 
pVottn and the sea was high while 
the engagement was fought. 
The de 
•tropes Nubian, commander Montague 
Barnard, was disabled and listed heav 
l)y when taken into tow by a rescue 
vessel. 
So terrific was the ga'e, how­ 
ever, that the tow was cut and the 
destroyer subsequently went aground. 
Commander Richard T. Kelleat, of the 
Flirt, and all except the nine rescued 
men are believed to have been drown­ 
ed.
